Washington—The Federal Reserve 


board considers that the epoch which 
began with its warning last Febru- 
ary has come to a turning point and 
that from now on the economic situ- 
ation of the country will adjust it- 
self to a new set of circumstances. 


As illustrative of the board's view 


that the results 
of the last few 


weeks have fully 
justified the cau- 


tion and prudence suggested in Feb- 
ruary, the purchase of bills or bank- 
ers' acceptances in gradually increas- 
ing quantities will become evident, 
thus tending- to make money condi- 
tions easier. 


This" does not mean that a return 


to speculative excesses will be per- 
mitted but that the tension can be 
relaxed and member banks will find 
through the expansion of credit by 
bill buying the corrective they have 
been thinking would come through a 
rise in tho rediscount rate. 


The maintenance of the rediscount 


rate at 5 per cent for the indefinite 
future is assured, ivith.the possibil- 
ity that as conditions gn5v« easier a 
few months hence it may efen be re- 
duced. In other words, the Federal 
Reserve is able by 'purchase or sale 
of bankers' acceptances to exercise 
a control of credit and if banks do 
not separate the wheat from the 
chaff in handling 
loans related to 


speculation, the contracting process 
can be invoked again. .What is hap- 
pening now is a testing of the new 
conditions in the hope of determin- 
ing how soundly the credit world can 
adjust itself to the relaxation of the 
tension which has been imposed for 
several months.

Hoover Expects to Appoint 


Commission to Make Sur-

Washington—OR—President Hoo- 


ver is expected in the near future to 
appoint a consulting board of army 
and civilian engineers to survey the 
possibilities 
of another 
isthmian 


canal through Nicaragua to link the 
Atlantic and Pacific.

Many thousands of persons watch- 


ed the fire and the 
rescue of the 


patients, the hospital being located 
at 741 Diversity Parkway, close to 
the busy Clark-Diversey-Broadway 
section.

. Washington — Five of the forty 
cleared channels dedicated to higli 
powered stations for national service 
in all probability will be lopped off 
by next August. This action is ex- 
pected within a few days, but will 
not become effective until the pres- 
ent licensing period of broadcastin;.; 
stations expires on August 1. 


The commission has be?un consid- 


eration of the motion of Commission- 
er E. O. Sykes, to reduce the num- 
ber of cleared channels in each of 
the five radio zones by one, by as- 
signing an additional high-powered 
station to each of the five channels 
thus selected. Strongly opposing the 
motion, however, are Commissioner 
Harold A. Lafount and Captain Guy 
Hill, acting chief engineer 
of 
the 


commission. 
And they are fortified 


by practically unanimous engineer- 
ing opinion to the effect ' that the 
only way to give the remote listen- 
er good radio is on cleared channels. 


Commissioner Sykes is cpenly sup- 


ported by Chairman Ira E. Robinson, 
who has been a consistent opponent 
of cleared channels and high power. 
^Neither of the new 
commissioners. 


Maj. Gen. Charles 
Saltzman 
and 


AVilliam D. L. Starbuck, have com- 
mitted themselves. 
It is extremely 


likely, however, that at least one of 
them will fall in line with the Sykes 
motion.. 


The plan is not to improve recep- 


tion, for conditions are 
admittedly 


vastly improved since the nation- 
wide reallocation of last November. 
when the assignments of H4 per cent 
of the more than COO stations on the 
air were switched, and when the 40 
cleared channels were set aside. It 
has a double-barreled objective—to 
make room for more stations and to 
force synchronization, or the simul- 
taneous operation of more than one 
high powered station on a single 
channel. 


COULD REDUCE CHANNELS

assignments of 50 to 
75 stations 


would have to be changed but the 
only stations^ not 
benefited

be those forced to divide their clear- 
ed channel with a station in another 
zone. The broadcasting engineers of 
the commission v.-ould be forced to 
undertake* wore juggling of stations 
'because. -,vhe:i rhe assignment of one 
station is changed is usually means 
a revision of that portion of the 
spectrum. 
- 


Actually only four .cleared channels 


will have to be lopped off, because 
the fifth or Pacific zone now .has 
only seven channels exclusively, as 
compared "to-the'eight assigned1 to 
,other yfour zones. This resulted from 
Ythe court decision in the WGY case, 
under which "the Schenectady 50,000 
watt station, operated by the Gen- 
eral Electric company, was, ordered 
to continue full tinae on the 790 kilo- 
cycle channel—assigned to the fifth 
zone as one of its cleared channels. 
Under the reallocation, however, 40 
channels were designated as cleared, 
including the 790 kilocycle channel, 
and the Sykes motion contemplates 
that this would be -one of the chan- 
nels assigned for doubling up. 


Judge Sykes' contention, is that 


high powered stations can so adjust 
and control their signals as to pre- 
vent heterodyning 
or 
"whistling" 


and thus operate simultaneously on 
the same channel with only neglig- 
ible distortion. Engineers, however, 
hold that 
synchronization 
is not 


practicable at this time, and that the 
cleared channel, loaded with power, 
is the only way good radio can be 
accorded the nation.

POLITICAL PROGRESS IN 


ENGLAND 


The Labor party will, not have an 


absolute majority in the next British 


" parliament. Nevertheless, its victory is 
so sweeping that it may have practical 
control through the cooperation of a 
very small number of votes from Con- 
servatives, Liberals, Xationalists and 
independents. When the Labor min- 
istry is formed it will not be in the na- 
ture of a coalition government, but 
it will have to depdnd for its success 
upon its ability to enlist fractional sup- 
port from other sources. The election 
has left the British people in doubt. It 
settled nothing so far as concrete 
issues go, although its importance po- 
litically can hardly be over-estimated. 
Because of the unfortunate three party 
situation England is likely to be under 
minority rule^for some years to come. 
In the election just closed, the Conser- 
vatives, although defeated, cast the 
largest number of votes, Labor was a 
close second, with the Liberals a poor 
third. 


There are a total of 615 seats in par- 


liament. Of these Labor 
has won at 


least 290, the Conservatives 254 and 
the Liberals 54. It is clear, therefore, 
that Labor can maintain itself only by 
the grace of, the other parties. It is not 
ih a position to attempt to force radical 
proposals. The position of Labor with 
reference to the 
Conservatives and 


Liberals is ubout tfie same. 
Both as- 


sailed it -with equal fervor and bitter- 
ness in the campaign. 
Lloyd George 


has said that the Liberals will never 
coalesce with Labor. There are, never- 
theless, members of the two old parties 
who will breakaway from dictation 
by their leaders for the support of any 
rational program a Labor government 
might undertake. 


On a question of foreign policy it is 


not at all unlikely that Ramsay Mac- 
Donald'could command a substantial 
majority. He might even be able to put 
through his plan for nationalization of 
the,coal mines. The Conservatives and 
Liberals are quite analogous to Repub- 
licans and Democrats in this country. 
Their chief division has been over the 
tariff and aside from that their differ- 
ences are more traditional than real. 
With achievement of certain great con- 
stitutional reforms and settlement of 
the Irish question the Liberal party 
may be said to have finished the part 
it was to play in British government. 
It had fulfilled its destinies. Sooner or 
later it will disappear. The inability of 
so powerful a leader as Lloyd George, 
with unlimited money at his com- 
mand, to resuscitate the party in this 
campaign is ominous. 


As we have previously remarked, the 


sweeping Labor victory is a great for- 
ward political and social event. 
It is 


proof of a widely spreading dissatisfac- 
tion with toryism. Government under 
Mr. Baldwin has been markedly weak, 
vacillating, inert. It has seemed to pro- 
ceed on the theory that British eco- 
nomic ills if left alone would right 
themselves. It has been in full sympa- 
thy with the obsolete laissez faire cloc- 
trine which England is definitely dis- 
carding. 


The estimate of unemployed In Eng- 


land today is a million and a half—an 
increase of something like a quarter 
"million since -Mr. Baldwin took office. 
The mining industry is in a state of 
prostration, distress in the coal fields 
of South Wales and Tyncside having 
reached alarming proportions. Condi- 
tions in the iron and steel trades, the 
textile 
industry 
and 
shipbuilding, 


England's chief 
sources of employ- 


ment, have steadily grown w<3rse. A 


, British economist is authority for the 


statement that the only evidence of 


_J^commercial strength is in the luxury 


trade, including 
tobacco, brewing, 


•g, gramaphones and artificial silk?. The 


basic business and commerce of Eng- 
jand has suffered grievously under the 
Baldwin government's policy of hands- 


off. Little has been done in the field of 
public works, such as housing, affor- 
estation, 
roads 
and electrification, 


which would have helped to reduce 
uneinpioj mpiiU Labor 13 comiiiittcu tu 
the prosecution of large public works. 


During the last century England has 


been made ove.r into a political democ- 
racy, the- finishing touches of which 
were the curtailment of the power of 
the house of lords and universal suf- 
frage which has this year forxthe first 
time included the women. 
But Eng- 


land has not been remade socially. It 
still clings to a caste system which ex- 
cludes equal opportunity and grossly 
handicaps its economic progress. 
It 


holds to the old individual control of 
industry and has learned nothing of 
mass production. The forces now at

democracy. 


England must be revolutionized so- 


cially as well as politically. That is its 
only possible salvation, otherwise 
it 


will be outstripped in trade by Euro- 
peans as well as Americans. It must in 
addition throw off its moss-covered 
traditions touching business, public 
service and social problems. The door 
of equal opportunity must open to all 
if England is to prosper and hold her 
own. 


Triumph of the Labor party last 


week was a notable step in this direc- 
tion. 
It describes England 
in the 


throes of social transformation. The 
change will be aMways on constitu^on- 
al lines for the Englishman of what- 
ever strata abhors violence. The Labor 
party is leading the,fight to modernize 
England and to save it from itself. It is 
the party today of true reform and true 


• pcegress. Some of its policies are so- 
cialistic, but not dangerously so. Re- 
action and boUrbonism are in their last' 
defense. 
The popular demand for 


emancipation of labor from an intoler- 
able .industrialism, for disarmament 
and peace guarantees is becoming irre- 
sistible. Ramsay MacDonald has the 
opportunity of a lifetime to give added 
impetus to this vast and' wholesome 
movement. • To succeed he must use 
moderation, for refusal to be stam- 
peded is another deeply bred trait of 
the English. 
— 


SENATE AND DEBENTURES 
It is the place of the senate to back 


down in the deadlock between it and 
the .house over the debenture feature 
of the' farm relief- bill. The house may 
or may not be.right in its contention 
that the debenture amendment is a vio- 
lation of the requirement that 
tariff 


legislation shall originate in that body. 
The senate knows that the administra- 
tion is opposed to the debenture plan. 
It has every reason to believe that if it 
is forced into the farm relief bill the 
measure will be vetoed by President 
Hoover. Its attitude, therefore, is not 
helpful to farm relief. 


If it is determined to force the house 


to a record vote on the debenture 
scheme the senate might do it by ask- 
ing for an agreement, to attach it to the 
new tariff bill, which it more properly 
concerns. This procedure would ex- 
pedite farm legislation and that 
is 


what the country wants. The senate by 
its tactics is holding up farm legisla- 
tion. It should give prompt approval to 
the agreement of the joint conference 
committee to eliminate the debenture 
feature. 


SENATORIAL ABUSE 


Senator La Follctte is to be com- 


mended for persisting -in his fight to 
revise senate 
rules for xconsidering 


presidential nominations in executive 
sessions. This 140-year old practice is 
not only shopworn with obsolescence, 
but is threadbare from motheaten 
abuses. 


There is only one way to get the 


senate rules changed and that is to 
make a persistent and uncompromis- 
ing fight for them. Merely to express 
one's self on the floor of the senate or 
in an interview as in favor of the 
change gets nothing. 
The senate is 


stubborn, provincial and conceited. It 
takes hard blows to rock its self-satis- 
faction. 


The evils am! abuses of passing 


upon presidential nominations behind 
closed doors arc universally recog- 
nized. Xo senator can defend the rule 
except as he defends vicious and un- 
derground politics. We trust Senator 
La Follette will keep up the effort he is 
making until he compels action by the 
senate or until he arouses public opin- 
ion to the point where it will force the 
reform.

Practically all the na- 
tions of Europe paid this tribute as a necepsaTy 
evil. America however, decided that it was an in- 
ternational outrage and war with Tripoli, the 
most insolent of the Barbary group, began in 
1802.

that those of other nations were.

At any rate, Stone was called to 


Washington and made attorney gen- 
eral of the XIr-ited States. Within a 
year President Coolidge had advanc- 
ed his friend of Amherst to the su- 
preme bench to succeed Justice Jos- 
eph McICenna, resigned. 


And there he is to be found today 


occupying the last chair on the right 
at the long desk-like bench in the 
dimly lighted court chamber.

This type " of 
work trill take cara of over 100,000 
workers from now until Xovember 
as the harvest works northward. 


"Work in indvstrial plants is pro- 


gressing at top speed, with unduriin- 
Jshed. payrolls, but machinery, work- 
ers and employers have long strides 
to make until each attains the effi- 
ciency •which will not only provide 
present employment but will insure 
against future lack of jobs. 


Much of the present day prosper- 


ity, according to industrial and eco- 
nomic experts questioned today, is 
due to the cutting of costs. This is 
not likely to proceed much further 
in the immediate future. 
In fact 


some increase in costs is anticipated 
by the efficiency experts 
because, 


they say, it is often tbe case when 
costs "are cut to the bone"' that tbe 
cutters find they have cut too deep 
and nicked the bone and must do a 
little healing instead of more cut- 
ting. 


Reduction of cost through lower 


wage scales is highly improbable. 
Even if the workers would consent, 
few employers in industrial fields, 
except 
the men of the older type, 


want to cut wages. 
They greatly 


prefer \o have their 'employes in a 
position to be customers as well as 
workers and to have them increase 
their desires and living requirements 
rather than have them reduce these. 


MORE PROFITS ROOM 


There is still room, however, for 


further margins of profit by reduc- 
tion of costs through efficiency of 
men, management and machines in 
many sections and many industries. 
This is shown clearly by the differ- 
ence in output and wages in various 
sections. In New York, for example, 
each dollar in wages brings in $3.17 
in products according to state offi- 
cials. This compares with |2.54 for 
each dollar in wages for the country 
as a whole. The annual volume of 
pc-o.duct for each New York w.age 
earner is |10,356 as compared with 
$7,508 for the country as a whole. 
Other large industrial centers make 
equally- good records. 


Tins does not mean tbe Xew York 


workers are better workmen or their 
employers are better managers than 
elsewhere. 
It is the result largely 


of the provision 
of new and 
im- 


proved machinery to help the work- 
ers. 
The machines must do more 


than that, however. They must pro- 
vide jobs for all tbe men displaced 
by their installation. 
So far they 


have accomplished 
this 
in 
many 


crafts, although by no means in all. 
Then, too, the machines must make 
it~ possible for men of mature years, 
not only to work and find jobs but 
to work for a living wage at least. 


In Pennsylvania alone, according 


to AValter J. Lloyd, director of the 
state department of labor and indus- 
try, there are 100,000 men over 45 
Shears of age who are out of work, 
although there is no depression and 
many industrial plants are running 
at or near capacity. Machinery, ac- 
cording to Mr. Lloyd, is only partly 
responsible. 
Tbe untrained worker 


is at a disadvantage because employ- 
ers except a certain number of years 
service from each employe and it is 
only then that pensions and retire- 
ment regulations go into effect. Con- 
sequently, he infers, slicking to a 
job before 45 has a good deal to do 
with having one after that milestone 
is past.

"It clearly appears that the pres- 


ent barrier to electricity's full serv- 
ice in the home and in industry, lies, 
in the forms of rates. If the present 
rate structure makes a home-owner 
pay an average of 6 or 7 cents a 
kilowatt hour for a relatively small 
quantity 
of energy, whereas 
he 


would be grlad to use a rouoh larg 
quantity for a variety 
of labor- 


saving uses, for which he could af- 
ford to pay an average of 3 cents, 
the rate schedule' must bs seriously 
at fault, providing the company could 
•well afford to supply him the larger 
quantity of energy at the price he 
cculd afford to pay."

MacDonald Rose To Office 


Of Premier From Poverty 


London 
—M3)— James Ham say 


MacDonald, who presumably will be 
asked by King George tomorrow to 
hear the nc::t British government, 
has had one of tho most remarkable 
careers in British politics. 


Rising from abject poverty, such 


as no other British prime "minster 
has ever known, he has fought with 
his party, Labor, from practical c,b 
scurity a quarter century ago to 
head a British government once, -an.] 
now, to be asked to head it again. 


Mr. MacDonald was born Oct. 1.!. 


1866, 
in a two room thatched-roof 


house in the little scotch fishing 
village of Lossiemouth. At the age 
of 12 he had to quit school to earn 
his living in the fi-ld, although his 
brightness of mind had impressed 
his teacher and lessons were kept 
u_> after work hours. 


As an adolescent his first job vva" 


addressing envelopes, and his next 
that of a warehouse laborer at 1- 
shillings a week. At lunch time he 
read in free libraries and at night 
delved into borrowed books, later tak- 
ing correspondence courses and some 
times attending lectures in Birbeck 
college. 


His first plunge into politics was 


made in 1SS8 when he took a job as 
private secretary to Thomas Lough, 
a radical candidate for parliament. 
For four years he stayed with Lough 
meanwhile turning his hand to jour- 
nalism, and finally joined the new 
Independent Labor party, helping to 
conduct its mouthpiece, "The Sociai- 
ist." 


He made his first race for parlia- 


ment in 1895 in Southampton but 
received only 897 votes. A stranger 
contributing to his "fighting fund," 
signed an accompanying latter, "JV1 
E. Gladstone." 
It developed that 


M. E. stood for Margaret Ethel, the 
daughter of a well known scientist. 
She and Mr. MacDonald were mar- 
ried in November, 1S96. 


He had more money then and they 


traveled—sometimes to Socialist con- 
ventions, but more often merely to 
see and study other lands and other 
peoples. They visited India and var- 
ious dominions, and, of course, the 
continent. He has been said to he 
the most widely traveled man ever 
to become British premier. 


His second stand for parliament 


was made in 1300, after active oppo- 


sition to the South African wars, but 
he was beaten badly again and start- 
ed another travel tour. It took him 
11 >ears to get into parliament. The 
constituency 
of Leicester 
finally 


elected him in 1906. 
, 


In 1911 he was made leader of the 


two score men who made up the par- 
liamentary labor 
party inside the 


house of commons. At 
the same 


time he was chairman of the Inde- 
pendent Labor party, the more ad- 
vanced Socialist working among the 
electorate outside of parliament. 


Tragedy failed to dishearten him. 
Within a few months death de- 


prived him of 
his son David, his 


mother, and his wife. He was left 
with the care of five children, two 
boys and three girls. 
One of 
the 


boys. Malcolm 
just last Thursday 


was named to parliament on the La- 
bor ticket. 


He bitterly oppose'd the World war 


and resigned leadership of the Labor 
party in the house to Arthur Hen- 
derson when 
the group decided to 


support it. After the Russian revolu- 
tion he tried to go to Russia to dis- 
cuss 
with delegates 
from other 


countries a basis of peace agreeable 
to workers, 
but 
the crew of the 


steamer refused to man the ship if 
he came aboard. 


The rising 
tide of 
resentment 


against him caused his ousting from 
parliament 
by 14,000 votes in the 


election following the armistice. He 
tried to get back into parliament in 
a by-election 
but again was badly 


beaten. In 1922 the erectors of Aber- 
avoi sent him to parliament in the 
election which followed the crash of 
the Lloyd George coalition. 


In that election 
Labor sent 142 


members to the commons and they 
became 
the second 
party in the 


house—his majesty's official opposi- 
tion. 
He was elected their leader 


and spokesman. 
A year later the 


Conservative 
majority was wiped 


out and the king sent for Mr. Mac- 
Donald and asked him to form a gov- 
ernment. 


It was a minority government he 


formed, depending for its life upon 
Liberal support, with Mr. MacDonald 
holding, besides the premiership, the 
portfolios 
of foreign minister and 


first lord of the treasury. Peace was

Statutes to Prove Offices 


. 
Are Compatible 


A village president can service on 


the county board as a supervisor, ac- 
cording to an- opinion recently pre- 
pared by ^tanley A. Staidl, district 
attorney. 


His opinion follovred recent publi- 


cation in the Post-Crescent of an 
opinion included in the legal depart- 
ment of The Municipality^* which 
held that the offices are not compat- 
11^1^ 


Mr. Staidl said he had been called 


to rule on this question about two 
years ago •when he was assistant dis- 
' trict attorney, and that his opinion 


at that time was that the two of- 
fices could be held by the same per- 
son. 


Mr. Staidl quotes several sections 


of the statutes. 


"I find from my investigation that 


subsection 3 of Section 39.03, togeth- 
er Tvith Section 61.24 of the statues 


of 1927, expressly provide that the 
village president may also serve as 
a county supervisor." he said. 


HE QUOTES LAW 


"Subsection 3, Section 59,03, reads 


as follows: 
" '(3) COMPATIBILITY. No coun- 


ty officer of any county or deputy of 
any such officer, or undersheriff. is 
eligible to the office of supervisor, 
but a county supervisor may also be 
a member of the common council of 
the city or oi the board trustees of 


.the village in which he was elected 


or appointed." 


"Vou will note there that a county 


supervisor may also be a member of 
the board of trustees-'of a village act- 
ing at the same tinie. Section 61.24 
makes the village president ex officio 
a trustee. This section reads as fol- 
lows: 


" '61.24 PRESIDENT. The presi- 


dent shall be by virtue of his office a 
. trustee and preside at all meetings 
of the board and have a voate as 
trustees sign all ordinances, rules by- 
laws, regulations, 
commissions, li- 


censes and permits adopted or au- 
thorized by the board and all orders, 
drawn on the : treasury. ' He 
shalf 


maintain peace and soo"d order, see 
that the ordinances" are 
faithfully 


'obeyed, and in case of disturbance, 
riot or other apparent necessity ap- 
point as many special marshals, as 
he' shall deem necessary, who for 
the time being shall possess all the 
powers and rights of .constables. 


"Reading, the two sections, togeth- 


er to get the .true "meaning of the 
legislators, I find therefore that the 
two offices are not incompatible that 
a village president being also ex of- 
ficio a trustee 'may thereby serve as 
member of the county board of «u- 
pervisors. I passed upon this ques- 
tion which was raised two years ago 
while I was assistant district attor- 
ney and I gave the same interpreta- 
tion that I am giving- now. 


'It so happens,, however, that I 


find the Attorney General has also 
^asseij upon this .question in Volume 
,'12, page 224 rendered in 1923, in 
•which he coincides with my inter- 
pretation o£ the law."
